made. 
In one case a farmer ownitiii a 
tract of land sold the property and has 
bad to raortp-age his farm to raise the 
balance due on the paving. 


The property owners rely in a belief 
in the unconstitutionality of the law. 
It is alleged in the petitions that ihe 
law contravenes the foiirteenth amend- 
ment to the eonsiiiuiion. whieli pro- 
vides that private property shall not be 
takeii without due pr()ce^r5 of law.

It was therefore sold to 
Peter Smith »& Son of this city, who 
placed the entire carload on sale as oleo­ 
margarine. 
Mr. Smith says it is one- 
third genuine butter and beats any 
“oleo”ever sold in Detroit. A butter ex­ 
pert tested samples of Jersey creamery, 
process creamery, and this oleo cream­ 
ery, this morning, and was unable to 
say which wa^s oleomargarine, but in­ 
dicated the oleo sample as the best 
butter.

Lansing, Jan. 13. —When the states 
men were last winter cutting down 
atate publications of every name and 
nature so that they might have more 
money with which to print aduiiional 
copies of the Michigan Manual for dis­ 
tribution aniong their cun»titueni?' for 
the purpose of making themselve^ i-ulid 
at the expense of the taxpayers, they 
bit everything in sigiit. 
The siuLe>j- 
men were not imbued with any desire 
to increase taxes, for every lime tliey 
saved a dollar by cutting u’lT a pui>!ica- 
tion or reducing the number of copies 
of a report, they very promptly added 
a dollar’s worth of manuals and pro 
vided that tliey be divided 
amoag 
themselves. 
The result was thao the 
number of manuals to be publii<hed 
'was increased from 12,000 to about 
30,Quo, the great bulk of which go to 
the legislators. 


Governor Pingree signed this bill 
without giving it very careful atten­ 
tion. 
He has regretted this iia&ty 
action a number of times since last 
June, but the full force of the situation 
never struck him until yesterday. 
In 
the old law there was no limit in the 
number of his messages the governor 
might have printed, and It was his 
custom to have 50,000 copies struck oil' 
for the edification of the people of the 
state, who paid for them and seenu d to 
like the experience. 
When he was 
here yesterday, the 
governor 
was 
startled to learn that the new law lim­ 
ited him to 10,000 copies of his message 
at state expense.
